DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 21 -34, 37-42, 58-76, 82-85 and 89-1 03 are allowed. 

2. The following is an Examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Claims 21 - 
34, 37-42, 58-76, 82-85 and 89-103 are allowed because the prior art does not disclose 
all the specific elements recited in independent claims 21 , 58, 82, 89 and 98. In 
particular, elements involving "in the event no program in the electronic program guide 
satisfies the criterion, searching electronic program guide data periodically and/or upon 
receiving an update of electronic program guide data, until a program in the electronic 
program guide satisfies the criterion: monitoring the time and then determining whether 
the present time is the predetermined time" are not obvious in the prior art taken with all 
the other limitations. Claims 22-34, 37-42, 59-76, 83-85, 90-97 and 99-103 are allowed 
because they depend from claims 21 , 58, 82, 89 and 98. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
